Prepare to pay 


Restaurants raising 
prices to offset the 
rising cost of fuel

There are 146 pizza joints in the 
Phonebook. Tourism signs at bus 
stops proudly advertise our city for 
its 4 a.m. donairs. 

Clearly Halifax has the munchies. 
But now satisfying those late- 
night cravings may get more costly 
thanks to high gas prices. 

"We'll be changing our prices 
soon, and our delivery prices are 
going up," said Chris Jennings of Re- 
vana Pizza in Dartmouth. "Every¬ 
thing is so expensive right now." 


fuel surcharge 

Most restaurants are charged a 
fuel surcharge for delivery of 
their supplies and ingredients. 
That bumps up the price of mak¬ 
ing food even for those eating in. 


Several restaurants contacted by 
Metro yesterday said they are either 
raising prices or will likely have to 
do so soon. 

In particular, delivery people are 
hard hit, often having to pay for their 
own gas. Now restaurants are look¬ 
ing at instituting or raising delivery 
fees to pay their employees enough. 

One thing that doesn't help is 
having to make double trips. 

"If a customer changes their mind 
on something, or they don't say it's 


debit or Visa on the phone ... then 
our drivers get mad about it be¬ 
cause they've got to go back," said 
Jennings. "It happens all the time." 

Several restaurants said it's get¬ 
ting harder to find delivery people. 
Joseph Bib, owner of Pizza Girls in 
Bedford, said he raises his employ¬ 
ees' salary every time gas goes up. 

"We have to pay the driver because 
we can't charge the people. People 
complain about the prices," said Bib. 

"So far we haven't done anything 
about it. However, if (gas prices) 
keeps going up we probably have to 
do something," said Josie Brown of 
Jean's Chinese Restaurant in Halifax. 

"Every Thursday night I'll be say¬ 
ing, 'Fill up your cars. Gas is going 
up tomorrow.'"

Chebucto 
widening 
hits bump 

Council deadlocks 
on awarding tender

The city's plan to widen Chebucto 
Road has hit a "bump in the road," 
says Quinpool-Connaught Coun. 
Sheila Fougere. 

Yesterday, regional council 
voted 11-11 against awarding the 
$2.08-million tender for the proj¬ 
ect, which had previously been ap¬ 
proved 15-9. 

"It essentially delays the project 
by another week, which substan¬ 
tially doesn't make a whole lot dif¬ 
ference. I look at it as a moral 
victory," said Fougere, who's also 
running for mayor. 

Two new councillors weren't 
part of the original vote: Bedford's 
Bruce Outhit and Eastern Pas¬ 
sage's Jackie Barkhouse. 

Eastern Shore Coun. Steve 
Streatch and Cole Harbour Coun. 
Harry Mclnroy weren't present 
for yesterday's vote. 

Kevin and Anne Moynihan of 
Chebucto Road have led a com¬ 
munity battle against the city's 
wishes to take most of their front 
lawn, driveway and nearby old- 
growth trees to widen the road. 

"Maybe constituents will call 
their councillors and say, 'Here's a 
second chance to vote for public 
transit and not widen streets,'" 
Kevin Moynihan said. "We're cau¬ 
tiously optimistic that maybe there 
will be a realignment of councillors 
when they have to vote again." 

The retired couple recently de¬ 
cided to take up the city's offer to 
buy the home they've lived in for 17 
years. Their deal closes in early July.

City votes in 
favour of condo 


Nearly unanimous 
approval for 
19-story building

The proposed 19-storey build¬ 
ing for the corner of South 
Park and Brenton streets got 
the green light from council 
last night. 

Councilors voted 21-1 in 
favour of the W.D. Fares de¬ 
velopment, which includes 
condominiums, street-level 
shopping and two levels of un¬ 
derground parking. 

Developer Wadih Fares said 
he's surprised council voted 
overwhelmingly for the proj¬ 
ect. 

"But we were always confi¬ 


dent. We believe we had a 
great thing. It's been a long 
process. It's great to have a 
positive result at the end of it," 
said Fares, adding that he 
hopes to break ground this fall. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane was the only one to 
vote against it. 

Concerns were raised about 
the building's proximity to 
Schmidtville, a historic neigh¬ 
bourhood bordering Spring 
Garden Road, Dresdon Row, 
Morris and Queen streets. 
Some said wind and shadows 
would adversely affect their 
properties, streetscape and 
nearby parks. 

Sloane presented a petition 
with 90 signatures from her 
constituents who oppose the 
development. 

"Is this going to affect the 


neighbourhood's stability?" 
she said. 

"Is this the thin wedge 
that's going to slide in and do 
something without us being 
able to protect Schmidtville?" 

Heritage advocate Elizabeth 
Pacey, who was one of 30 who 
spoke out at the public hear¬ 
ing, expressed disappointment 
at the decision. She said the 
surrounding Schmidtville 
community is the second-old¬ 
est residential neighbourhood 
in Halifax. 

"We have to protect the his¬ 
toric neighbourhoods," she 
said. 

Quinpool Connaught Coun. 
Sheila Fougere said it's unreal¬ 
istic to predict the building 
will mean the demise of the 
neighbourhood.

Schools get 
emergency 
resources

If a dangerous animal gets 
loose in one of Nova Scotia's 
schools, staff will now have 
the tools to deal with it — fig¬ 
uratively speaking. 

Education Minister Karen 
Casey introduced the 
province's first Nova Scotia 
schools emergency planning 
resource yesterday. 

Const. Mark Young, the de¬ 
partment's school safety advi¬ 
sor, developed the resource 
which boards will use to put 
together their own emergency 
response plans. 

It's been in the works since 
the Dawson College shooting 
in Montreal in 2006 and some 
of the scenarios covered in¬ 
clude targeted violence, severe 
weather, a power outage and a 
dangerous animal on the loose. 

"The decision-making 
process is very simple," Young 
said. "You don't have to read a 
whole bunch of things to de¬ 
cide what to do next and you 
can make some very simple, 
very quick decisions."

Targeting a healthy life 


Goals vital to keep 
cholesterol in check

When cutting down your cho¬ 
lesterol, it helps to know how 
far you need to go. 

A new survey by Angus 
Reid suggests 81 per cent of 
Canadians on medication for 
high cholesterol don't even 
know what a healthy choles¬ 
terol level looks like. 

"So how can you get any¬ 
where if you don't know the 
destination?" said Michael 
Vallis, a health psychologist at 
the QEII. 

It's his job to help patients 
make healthier changes in 
their lives, whether it's cutting 
cholesterol or managing dia¬ 
betes. The survey results 
weren't at all shocking to Val¬ 
lis. 

"You see it every day," he

Tricks to eating better: 

Write reminders and 
put them on the fridge 
Buy smaller packages of 
bad-for-you foods. 

Wait 20 minutes when 
you have a craving (re¬ 
search shows 40 per cent 
of the time you won’t 
want it later).

said. 

Unhealthy eating is usually 
about stress management or 
socializing, he added. 

"It's about the comfort food 
brings or the social lives we 
lead." 

But people not knowing 
healthy goals isn't the fault of 
the family doctor. Vallis said 
the disconnect happens when 
the patient has to do the work 
of changing an unhealthy 
lifestyle. 

"Healthy behaviours are 


hard, they kind of go against 
the grain," he said. 

"That's where my job as a 
health psychologist comes in, 
trying to help people set goals 
and achieve the motivation to 
reach them." 

The problem with choles¬ 
terol is you can't feel it, Vallis 
said. 

And one of the basic princi¬ 
ples of human functioning is if 
it isn't broke, don't fix it." 

It may be silent, but it's a 
serious risk factor for cardio¬ 
vascular disease, which is re¬ 
sponsible for the deaths of 36 
per cent of Canadians. 

'As much as it's a medical 
goal, it's a behavioural chal¬ 
lenge. You have to make 
choices that are going to result 
in your cholesterol going 
down." 

Vallis suggests taking small, 
easily digestible goals since 
being healthier takes more 
time and effort.

Wash your tomatoes 
to avoid Salmonella

Ridding tomatoes of surface 
Salmonella is simple.

A North River man was ac¬ 
quitted yesterday of sexually 
assaulting a 14-year-old run¬ 
away in 2005.

The Mounties have con¬ 
firmed they knew about 
Julie Couillard before her 
bombshell relationship with 
Maxime Bernier hit the 
headlines.

Souccar revealed yesterday 
that Couillard, who has past 
ties to biker gangs, was no 
stranger to the force. 

"I am familiar with this 


matter. I am familiar with 
Ms. Couillard. However, it 
would be inappropriate for 
me to be talking about a spe¬ 
cific case," he told the Com¬ 
mons public safety 
committee. 

Asked point-blank whether 
Couillard was known to the 
RCMP before she hit the spot¬ 


light last August as Bernier's 
girlfriend, Souccar replied, 
"Yes, she was." 

Bernier lost his cabinet 
post just over two weeks ago

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Ottawa opening 
teen drug centre 


City committing 
$250,000 towards 
treatment

Sometime next year, two 
long-awaited youth residen¬ 
tial drug treatment centres 
will open their doors in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

"I know you've waited a 
long time for a ... facility for 
youth. I'm here to say, it's 
happening now," Ontario 
Premier Dalton McGuinty 
said yesterday, in announc¬ 
ing $5.5 million 
in addiction 
services funds 
— including 
$2.4 million an¬ 
nually to oper¬ 
ate 20 treatment 
beds at two fa¬ 
cilities. 

The funds 
will be used to 
operate two fa¬ 
cilities for youth ages 13 to 
17: one will be a 15-bed Eng¬ 
lish facility, the other a five- 
bed francophone facility. The 
money to buy and retrofit 
two facilities — will come 
from a $6-million fundrais¬ 
ing campaign run through 
the Ottawa United Way. 

Ron Caza, a fundraising 
campaign co-chair, said it 
falls to Ottawans to con¬ 
tribute to the campaign, to 
do their bit to help reduce 
community drug use that has 
been identified as a major 
problem by residents. 


"It's going to make this a 
better community to live in," 
he said. "This is really going 
to happen. Now everybody 
needs to get on board. So if 
your children or grandchil¬ 
dren ever need this centre, 
it's going to be there." 

Kanata's Meadow Creek 
facility has been floated as a 
possible site for the English 
centre. 

Police Chief Vern White 
said yesterday marked the 
end of a decades-long pursuit 
of a youth drug treatment 
centre for Ottawa. 

"Finally, young people will 
have an option to stay in the 
city and receive 
residential drug 
treatment," he 
said. "For polic¬ 
ing in this city it 
might be the 
greatest crime 
prevention tool 
and the greatest 
success story 
we've ever had." 
Mayor Larry 
O'Brien announced the city 
would commit $250,000 an¬ 
nually to expand drug pre¬ 
vention and education 
programs in schools — an 
amount matched by the 
province. 

"Sixty to 80 per cent of 
people who try crack for the 
first time become addicted, 
so if you can educate them 
on that danger, you could 
keep them from even getting 
into the pipeline of addic¬ 
tion," he said. 

The facility is expected to 
open in 2009.

Plane fire leaves 28 dead 


A Sudanese airliner burst 
into flames after landing in 
Khartoum overnight in bad 
weather, killing at least 28 of 
the 217 people on board, offi¬ 
cials said late yesterday. 

Khartoum airport's head 
of medical services, Major- 
General Mohamed Osman 
Mahjoub, said authorities 
had so far established there 
were 123 survivors but 66 
people were unaccounted for. 
The plane's emergency 
chutes enabled the survivors 
to escape.

Mabrouk Mubarak Salim, 
minister of State for Trans¬ 
port, said there was an ex¬ 
plosion in the right side of 
the engine.

Lima more than just a stopover

Capital is a mix of 
surf, seafood and 
tons of history 

L ong considered just a stopover 
on the way to the famous Inca 
ruins at Machu Picchu, Lima 
has emerged as a destination spot of 
its own in recent years. Here's how 
to get the most from a weekend visit 
in the Peruvian capital: 


friday 


4 P.M. No time to lose. Get in touch 
with Lima's humble roots by going 
to the market in Chorrillos, where 
you can buy fish fresh off the boat. 
Meander around the wharf, which 
looks delightfully out of place in the 
middle of a major city. 

6 P.M. Grab a coffee at Cafe Haiti 
(160 Avenida Diagonal, Miraflores), 
a cool cafe that overlooks Kennedy 
Park, smack in the centre of Mi¬ 
raflores madness. People-watch as 
you sip your drink and ponder the 
cafe's slogan, printed on purple 
coasters: "Business and Love." Wan¬ 
der the side streets to look for little 
houses pulled straight from the nos¬ 
talgic novels of Mario Vargas Llosa. 
8 P.M. Take advantage of Lima's 
gastronomic renaissance by dining 
at one of the city's finest restaurants 
— Cala, a sophisticated seaside joint 
with great views of the water. It's 
sleek, trendy, but not in-your-face 
about its coolness. The menu is con¬ 
temporary, specializing in seafood 
and fish. 


Saturday 


9 A.M. Rise and shine. For break¬ 
fast, pop into Las Delicias juice bar 
and order a drink made from one of 
the exotic, tropical fruits typical of 
the region (across the street from La 
Mar 770, Miraflores). Granadilla 
and lucuma, which locals say only 
grows in Peru, are classics. 

11 A.M. Grab a taxi and head 
downtown. Get out at Plaza Mayor 
and watch the changing of the 
guard, a bizarrely formal affair with 
marching toy-like soldiers. Push 
past the requisite horde of tennis- 
shoed tourists and pop your head in 
at the Cathedral of Lima, where 
Spanish conqueror Francisco 
Pizarro is said to have laid the first 
stone. 

1 P.M. Walk to the San Francisco 
Church, known for its catacombs. 
Take a tour to go underground and 
see the dry bones and skulls of some 
70,000 people, arranged in artistic 
circles. 

3 P.M. Head to the Museum of the 
Inquisition to learn about torture 
techniques. Waterboarding, which 
has come under recent attack in the 
United States, was a common prac¬ 
tice at the time, especially for 
women, as it was considered a 
"kinder" way to extract information. 
The wax-like, human-size models 
leave little to the imagination. 

5 P.M. Time to relax. Head to Hotel 
Bolivar, the elegant, blue-velvet 
hotel that reigns over Plaza San 


Martin. Try Peru's national drink — 
the pisco sour, a frothy, egg and 
brandy concoction that packs a se¬ 
rious punch, but goes down smooth. 
8 P.M. For dinner, head to Astrid y 
Gaston, the flagship restaurant of 
Chef Gaston Acurio. The food is ex¬ 
cellent and Gaston is famous for 
turning foodies onto the gamut of 
Peruvian cuisine. 

11 P.M. Go dancing! Head to El 
Dragon, a hip fusion club that at¬ 
tracts a young crowd. Or, slide on 
your fancy shoes and go to Gotica, 
an upscale club in LarcoMar, the 
seaside mall in Miraflores. 


Sunday 


6 A.M. Surf's up! If you are an en¬ 
ergetic early bird, stroll down the 
cobblestone walkway of the Bajada 
Balta to the beach. Rent a surfboard 
and wetsuit to insulate yourself 
from the chilly Pacific Ocean. Brave 
the consistently good waves that 
offer some of the best surfing of any 
big city. Ignore the people who say 
the water is polluted. 

10 A.M. Late risers can greet the 
morning by going for a leisurely 
walk along the oceanfront parks in 
Miraflores, perched atop steep cliffs. 


Alternatively, if you want a truly 
bird's-eye view, hop on a paraglid¬ 
ing tandem flight. Pass through 
"Love Park" where couples of all 
ages gather to cuddle and coo like 
teenagers.

4 P.M.Though you might not have 
time to visit the Inca ruins at 
Machu Picchu in southwest Peru or 
any of the other archeological won¬ 
ders that line the coast, the ruins at 
Huaca Pucllana are just a stones 
throw from downtown Lima. Ex¬ 
plore ongoing excavations and the 
zoo. Finally, relax and take in the 
sunset with your cocktail at the 
striking on-site restaurant reuters

CUVs edging out 
SUVs in consumer 
interest: Report 

The gap in buyer interest be¬ 
tween crossover utility vehi¬ 
cles (CUVs) and sport utility 
vehicles (SUVs) continues to 
widen, according to a report 
released by NADAguides.com. 

The company, a vehicle 
pricing and information 
website, says consumer in¬ 


terest in crossovers in¬ 
creased 14.8 per cent in 
April 2008 compared to the 
same period a year ago, 
while SUV interest was 
down at almost the same 
rate of 15.9 per cent during 
that same timeframe. 

'Crossovers' are defined as 
vehicles that have character¬ 
istics of both SUVs and cars. 

Three out of the top ten 
CUVs showing the greatest 
increase in consumer inter¬ 


est last month compared to 
April of last year were hy¬ 
brids, with interest in the 
Mercury Mariner Hybrid 
(not sold in Canada) growing 
165.3 per cent and interest in 
the Ford Escape Hybrid and 
the Toyota Highlander Hy¬ 
brid increasing 73.8 per cent 
and 50.9 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

Crossovers to watch in the 
coming months include the 
two new CUVs — the 2009 


Dodge Journey and the '09 
Ford Flex. The Journey is 
Dodge's first crossover to 
seat up to seven passengers 
with an optional third row. 

It has features such as a 
rearview camera and built-in 
booster seats.

The new Journey is Dodge's 
answer to that increasingly 
popular entry-level 'cross¬ 
over' segment. Aimed 
straight at the Toyota RAV4, 
Hyundai Santa Fe, Kia 
Rondo, Mazda5 and others, 
the Journey gives Dodge a 
decent shot at respectability 
in a market sector virtually 
dominated by Asian name¬ 
plates. 

The Journey is based on 
Dodge's proven Avenger plat¬ 
form, although the wheel¬ 
base has been stretched 124 
mm to accommodate an op¬ 
tional third-row seat. It sits a 
little higher, too, but the over¬ 
all length has only grown by 
43 mm. 

There are four versions to 
choose from, all well 
equipped: the Journey SE 
CVP (Canada Value Package) 
at $19,995; Journey SE Plus

Both SE models get a 173

power department will likely 
go for the 235 hp 3.5-litre V6 
found in the SXT and R/T trim. 

The only transmissions 
available are automatics: a 
four-speed on the SEs and a 
six-speed for V6-powered 
models. 

Front-drive is standard, al¬ 
though an electronic all- 
wheel-drive system that can 
split power up to 60:40 front- 
to-rear is optional on the SXT 
and R/T. 

The Journey also follows 
recent Dodge designs inside, 
with storage bins in the sec¬ 
ond-row floor wells, under 
the passenger seat and, of 
course, the dual glove boxes 
with the Chill Zone beverage 
storage. The optional third- 
row seat, unlike many of its 
competitors, is available 
across the line as a $ 1,175 op¬ 
tion.

Flawed characters 
find more space 
on the big screen

In the upcoming Incredible 
Hulk movie, Edward Norton 
utters a phrase that perhaps 
best epitomizes the big- 


screen superhero: "When I 
lose control, it's very danger¬ 
ous to be around me." 

No kidding! Anyone who 
unwittingly turns into a 
rampaging green monster 
when they're ticked off is 
definitely somebody I'd 
rather not sit across from at 
the euchre table. But, as a 
superhero, shouldn't we ad¬ 
mire The Hulk's feats and 


noble qualities instead of fear 
him? 

Well, not necessarily. 
When a character is reluc¬ 
tant, flawed or devoid of the 
attributes we associate with 
altruistic heroism, that char¬ 
acter is called an anti-hero 
and there are few better ex¬ 
amples than The Hulk. 
Whereas traditional heroes 
brave danger for the sake of 


others, the character of Bruce 
Banner merely copes with 
the gamma-radiation acci¬ 
dent that reluctantly turned 
him into a monstrous rage. 

While anti-heroes have 
been prevalent in cinema 
since the days of pulp fiction 
(think Sam Spade in The 
Maltese Falcon), they only 
continue to increase in popu¬ 
larity. Many critics argue

that this advancing popular¬ 
ity is hinged on a cynical 
recognition that people find 
naturally-flawed characters 
more believable. 

This summer surely vindi¬ 
cates that notion. In addition 
to the Incredible Hulk, such 
movies as Wanted, Hellboy 2, 
Death Race and even Indiana 
Jones are relying on the anti¬ 
heroic traits of their lead char¬ 
acters to attract audiences. 

It began with Iron Man, a 
superhero whose alter-ego is 
fraught with human frailties. 
A loner who drinks, smokes 
and womanizes; by compari¬ 
son, he makes Superman look 
like a Quaker. 

Vengeance is often an at¬ 
tribute of anti-heroism. This 
summer, its best represented 
with The Dark Knight. Not 
only does that film feature 
the vigilante justice of Bat¬ 
man but it introduces an 
even more dubious anti-hero 
in Harvey Two-Face (Aaron 


Eckhart), a district attorney 
who transforms into a savage 
killer. Two-Face is the con¬ 
summate anti-hero in that, 
being on the side of justice, he 
only kills the bad dudes - a 
morally complex question to 
be sure. 

Then there is Will Smith. 
In his new action-comedy 
Hancock, he simply plays a 
hard-drinking superhero 
that's described as "edgy, 
conflicted, sarcastic, and mis¬ 
understood"; he even seems 
to get jiggy by threatening lit¬ 
tle kids. 

While these characteristics 
aren't admirable, we still em¬ 
pathize with anti-heroes be¬ 
cause they represent our 
own flaws and thereby em¬ 
body the promise that we too 
can overcome our frailties 
for the greater good. As for 
me, well, I'm just relieved 
my central frailty doesn't 
happen to be a bad attitude 
and green skin.

“Fox got the creative vi¬ 
sion of the show, that it 
has to be funny while it 
treads sensitively on cer¬ 
tain Muslim issues,” Dar¬ 
ling told the Hollywood 
Reporter. 

I’m aware that Canadi¬ 
ans — and especially Cana¬ 
dian media executives — 
are programmed to say 
things like this, but here’s 
where I really start to 
worry. Treading sensitively 
might sound like a pru¬ 
dent course for a politi¬ 
cian, but it’s a sure recipe 
for bad comedy, and I’d 


like to hope that whoever 
ends up making Fox’s ver¬ 
sion of Little Mosque — no 
writer has been attached to 
the show, yet - will not 
tread lightly, around any 
issues, Muslim, Christian, 
Buddhist, Jewish, Jain, 
Hindu or Zoroastrian. 

I am not a fan of the CBC 
show, not because of its 
subject matter or setting, 
but because it’s simply dire 
comedy, limp, lifeless, ba- 
dump-dump comic set-up 
and delivery that feels 
dated, and manages to 
channel the stalest essence 
of three-camera, laugh- 
track sitcoms in a single¬ 
camera, laugh-track-free 
setting — an unrewarding 
sleight-of-hand that Cana¬ 
dian comedy is too fond of 
replicating. 

The best comedy is cruel 
and irreverent, and Fox, for 
all its many flaws (Family 
Guy, I’m looking at you) is 
aware of this irrevocable 
comic law. Anyone hoping 


to make a comedy that 
“treads sensitively” would 
have to either be a fool — 
or a Canadian. 

This is, after all, a coun¬ 
try that’s made itself an in¬
